* Hat the patient Reader fee 
the firſt i of this Diſpme fe 
tween Mr. Baxkidale of Sudeley,

we muſt return into the memory

To which purpoſe is that of Proſper,one 
far encugh from all kindneſs to the Pelagi- 
ans, Redemptor mundi dedit pro mundo [angui- 
news [unm, & mundus redimt noluit, The Re- 
deemer of che vorld gave his bloud for the 
world,and the world would not be redeemed.

2. 9, ( loclear, thar «alone hath, ro my 
knowledge, convinc'd one as learned aman 
as doth in this Church of onrs maiocain the 
dotrins contrary to the Remonſtrants) 1 
ſhall ex ab«ndants add theſe other plain refti- 
momes:

TH ſo much affeRted ro croſs the ordinat) 
cultome-1n every thing , that when owe 
mens uſe was to put on better attire, the 
wculd be ſure to hew themſelyes openly 
broad in worſe ; the ordinary names of the

elves ro make no other diſtinction than 
2} byoumbers; The firlt, ſecond, third day-Thep 
hee boldly ayouched , that themſelves only had 
fe truths and that fince the Apoftles lived the

* Tf avghe. Ocher diſpucation againſt their opt= 
mons than only by allegation of Scripture 
"I they would not hear: beſides ir, rhey chought 
bod other writings in the world ſhould be (in- 
p dyed, in ſo much as one of their great Pro- 
uk phets exhorting them to calt away all re- 
Ti pets unto human writings, ſofar ro his mo- 
y ton they condeſcended, that as many as had

The Eucharitt chey 
recetyved ({ pretending our Lord and Says 
ours example ) atter Supper ; an fore. 
voiding all thoſe impteties which have been 
grounded upon the myRticall words of Ctrill 
This uw. my Body , This is my Blood , they 
thought ir noc ſafe romention either hody or 
blood in chat Sacrament , but rather to abro: 
gare both, and to uſe no words but theſe, 
Sake, eate', declare the death of our Lord, 
Drink,, ſhew forth our Lords Death. In rites 
and ceremonies , their profethion was hazred 
of ali conformity with the Church of Rome; 
for which cauſe they would rather endure any 
torment , than'obſerve the ſolemn Feſtivals 
which others dil., in as much as Antichriſt 
C they ſaid) was the firft inyentor of them 
The prercnded end of their civil reformarion 
was , that Chriſt might have dominion ove 
ll , chart abd Crowns and Scepters might he 
thrown down at his feer, tharno orher might 
reign over Chriſtian men but He', nn regs 
facnt to keep them in awe but his difciplny 
amohtgſt them no ſword at all to be carried, 
hefides hir,/the fword of fpiricuall excommu- 
nication. They lahoured co bring in Commu»

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gicy of goods, becauſe Chritlt by his Apoſtles 
hath given the world wch example, eo the 
gnd chat men might excell one another not in 
wealch thepillar of tecu/ar Aurbority, bur in 
yerrue. Theſe men ar the firlt were only pi- 
ryed in their errour , and. by a mercifull To= 
leration they gatherd firength , much more 
than was fate for the ſtare of the-Common- 
monweak}h whereia they lived.

unco them, Laſtly , a cunning ſlight which

words , and the gracious promiſes in Scrip- 
tare, as alſo by calting the contrary always 
on the heads of ſuch as were ſevered from 
that retinue.

mon Acclamation unto ſuch D:celyers was, 
Theſe are verily the men of God, theſe are 
his true and fincere Prophets. ——Nothing 
more clear unto their ſeeming, that thata

Scriptures, they indoudtedly were them- 
ſelves that New Jerufalem , and the Qld did

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and Gedeons periorm a work no leſs miracu-« 
lous 1n caſting out violently the wicked 'rom 
the earth , and eltabliſhiong the Kingdom of 
Chriſt with perfect liberty, Now whatioever 
they did 1n fuch ſort col!eR out of Scripture , 
when they came to juſtify or perlwade it un- 
to others , all was the heaven'y Fathers ap= 
potntments hgs Commandement, his will and 
charge. 

Theſe men in whoſe mouths at the firſt 
ſounded nothing bur onely mortification of
